Tuesday for 
Grand Haven, Mich. The vessel with 
27 loaded freight cars aboard ig be- 
lieved to have sunk 
about 9:30 


Tuesday night. Captain Robert Mc- 
Kay, Grand Haven, was in command. 


Two of the five bodies have been 


identified. One of two picked up by 
Kenosha coastguardsmen is Purser 
A. Richard Sadon of Grand Haven. 
The bp&y of Frank Welter, Milwau- 
kee, a watchman, was brought here 
by the"Albert H.- Gray. Two other 
bodies were takejn^to Chicago by tlie- 
motor shin Steel! Chemist. 
-'"•WHIte^'searchers-were 'writing the 
last entry in the log of the Milwau 
kee—"foundered]'—federal investigat- 
ors were laying plans for an investi- 
gation of the tragedy, the grimmest 
since the Lady Elgin disaster of 1860.

President Hoover proposes to divert 


the vast expenditures on the navy that 
can be dispensed with under disarma- 
ment to the highways of peace.

He would in 
effect convert'battleships and cruisers 
into canals, harbors and merchant 
vessels; swords into plowshares.

what types of radio programs suit 
the composite American listener. He 
suggests that the government itself, 
sponsor an hour's program for just 
one evening during the winter, over 
both .of tho national networks and 
offer a diversified type of program. 
The listeners then would be asked 
to comment freely, and in this way 
he believes a worth while, nation- 
wide survey of the desires and tastes 
of the American people might be ob- 
tained.

tained under the ten-year army hous- 
ing program authored by .congress 
three years ago.

During congressional 
consideration of the project; it was 
estimated to call "for an .expenditure 
6t-ahout..-$110,od6,000, however and 
because of tho large sum Involved it 
is/Undoubtedly being given close at- 
tention in the new study of army • 
costs. 


Provisions already has been made 


for permanent quarters for more 
than half of the officers and enlisted, 
men who were living five years ago 
in tents or flimsy wooden structures 
thrown together during the war for 
only four or five years of service. A 
large.number still live In temporary 
quarters but the army authorities 
are gaining hope that permanent, 
sanitary, comfortable buildings will 
be provided for all before thg end of 
the ten year period.

No serious attempt, how- 
ever, was made to put it into effect 
despite the argument that it would 
reduce the cost 'of garrison overhead 
by elimination of a great number of 
small scattered posts with their sep-, 
arate supply, medical and other ad- 
ministrative stalls and provide bet-' 
ter training facilities for a modern 
army.

Inherited Blindness Seat 


Cambrldce, MUM. —Cf)— The be- 


ginnings of knowledge that may lead 
to a new way of alleviation ofhv 
herited tendencies' toward bllndnes* 
are reported to th« American Ku- 
genlcs society by Dr. Clyde E. Keel- 
er. of the Harvard medical school. 


"In man," Dr. Heeler says, "there 


are known to be more than-40 dif- 
ferent kinds of eye defects (Including 
several varieties of cataracts) which 
run in families. 
. ' . ' . . ' ,\.. 


"In some of these families we are 


able to trace definitely from whom 
each'.blind Individual received his 
defect. In other families little to 
known of the mode of inheritance 
of their particular eye troubles. 


"We cannot breed humans as we 


please to solve these problems, but 
we may breed other mammals hav- 
ing similar defects and thus deter- 
mine the laws governing their abnor- 
malities. These laws usually apply 
also to man. 
"In six years I have bred a strata 


of blind mice through 16 generations. 
To follow blindness in a human fam- 
ily lor 16 generations would require 
533 years, (allowing three generations 
to a century). 
''The eyes of these mice never de- 


velop the sensitive elements of the 
eyo known as rods and cones. The 
rods and cones normally secrete a 
fluid known as visual purple, which 
in the presence of light, undergoes 
a chemical change. This change in- 
itiates the impulse which passes to 
the brain. Thus, eyes lacking rods, 
cones and visual purple will be blind. 


"This blindness Is inherited accord- 


ing \to the MendeU::n' law. That Is 
when a normal mouse is mated to a 


blind mouse, their offspring will all 
be normal, but when these offspring 
are-mated together, one-quarter of 
their young will ba blind."

But Officials Are Convinced 


No General Depression 


Will Follow 


* Washington —W>— Official Wash- 
ington kept a watchful eye on Wall- 
»t today and expressed the optimist- 
ic if unofficial opinion that the dis- 
astrous slump .in security prices 
need have no depressing effect upon 
the general business structure of the 
nation. 
The view was auvanceu in many 


quarters that the stock 
market 


break was in no way a reflection of 
any factor in the business world and 
that the latter is at present upon 
such a sound economic basis that 
there should be no fear of _a general 
depression. 
Many attempts were made to con- 


strue the action of the Federal Re- 
serve board in meeting lato yester- 
day with Secretary Mellon attending, 
and adjournment without the an- 
nouncement of a changed rediscount 
rate or of any one other step which 
might Affect the situation in \Vall-st. 


From this was drawn the 
view , 


that the board either considers the 
crisis past or shares the 
General 


opinion that business will be unaf- 
fected by the security decline. 


It was pointed out that for months 


the highly speculative condition of 
the stock market has been beyond 
reaction to ordinary and normal in- 
fluences from the field of actual 
business. Moreover, it was asserted 
that the present situation had been 
foreseen by virtually all credit in- 
stitutions some time ago with the 
result that precautions were taken 
to safeguard their positions when 
the break actully/arrived. 


NO LONGER BAROMETER 


In the absence oC Secretary La- 


jnont, Grosvenor Jones, director of 
the finance division of the commerce 
department, summed up his view of 
the situation with the assertion that 
the market can no longer bo con- 
sidered a barometer of prosperity. 


The department's indexes show, 


he continued, that business is in a 
healthy condition. He asserted that 
business has not reflected the vari- 
ous turns of tho market in its up- 
ward climb and that the sudden 
crash of market values should be 
disregarded by the business man. 


In addition, he expressed the view 


that the slump may prove a benefit 
to business. If stock prices reach 
a normal basis and cling to it, he 
said, much of the money that was 
drawn1 into Wall-st by the recent and 
unprecedented bull market will be 
turned back into the tisual business 
channels and give the smaller indus- 
tries throughout the cpuntry im- 
proved credit facilities at easier 
rates. 


The situation in "Wall-st drew from 


Senator King, Democrat, Utah, the 
assertion that he will propose a 
congressional investigation of the 
effect of tank credit on stock market 
-prices when the regular session 
meets in December. Chairman Nor- 
beck of the senate banking commit- 
tee, announced that the king pro- 
posal has his support. 


Senator Edge, ranking Republic- 


an on the banking committee, ex- 
pressed the opinion that specula- 
tion and "the indefensible increases 
in brokers' loans" were at fault. 
"It Is an unfortunate method of 
adjustment:" he said, to cost thou- 
sands of persons their fortunes, bu1 
it seems to have been Inevitable." 


Meanwhile, the weekly summary 


of loans to brokers and dealers by 
New York Federal reserve member 
banks was issued, showing a con 
tinuatlon of the downward trent 
that has characterized these exten 
sions of credit recently and a reces 
sion for the weekending Oct. 24 of 
$167,000,000 from the total of 
the 


preceding week, the largest decrease 
noted In several months.

people as a while;" consolidation of 
trust fund investments under one 
board; establishment of a state pur- 
chasing agent Mr. P. X. Ritger. 
who is finding" a fine spirit of co- 
operation;" establishment 
of the 


state advisory council — the state 
engineer, purchasing 
agent and 


budget director: revision of the civil 
service laws, bringing many more 
employes under Its provisions and 
creating a personnel board and di- 
rector: a state aviation code, high 
way traffic code, many minor ap- 
propriations and amendments 
for 


agricultural aiJ; increase in the leg- 
islative pay; and the children's code, 
"which has been called 'the most 
constructive piece of social legisla- 
tion in America.' " 


EXPLAINS VETOES 


His vetoes were taken up: The 


alum baking powder bill vetoed "to 
give the'people the benefit of the 
doubt oil pure food 
protection;" 


the resident fishing license, killed

the state orthopedic 
hospital for 


crippled children. 


On the subject of highway build- 


ing, the governor again made his 
plea for all-weather roads and effi- 
cient routes. 


"The only way to bring this about 


efficiently 
and 
with 
reasonable 


promptness is to put .both the neces- 
sary authority end funds 
in the 


hands o* the highway commission. 
Measures relating to this were con- 
sidered by the legislature 
but the 


problem, which Is recognized to be 
a difficult one, developed certain 
conflicting views and no legislation 
was passed at this session." 


Concerning the recent threat by 


the federal roads bureau that all U. 
S. aids for highways in the state 
•would have to be administered di- 
rectly by tho state Instead of the 
counties, the governor aid: 


."Should this be insisted upon some 


action by the legislature may be im- 
perative." Allocation of the moneys 
to the counties is by state law.

CURE SEED CORN 


WITH REAL CARE, 


FARMERS ADVISED 


More Bad Methods Than 


Good Methods Employed, 
Bulletin Warns 


BY W. F. WIXSEY 


As there are as many methods of 


selecting, curing 
and storing seed 


corn, some indifferent, 
some good 


and some actually tad. the following 
observations' and discus^n? »r» re- 
produced from Circular 58. issued by 
the Wisconsin College of Agriculture 
on how to "Select, Cure and Test 
Seed Corn." 


Seed corn at 
maturity contains 


from 20 to SO per cent water and 
the germ is easily Injured by freez- 
ing when 
the corn contains this 


large amount of moisture. Twice as 
many cars should be gathered by 
tho fanner as will be needed for 
planting. About 15 medium sized 
ears will plant an acre. Seed corn 
should be put into the proper place 
for curing on the same day that it 
is taken from tho Held. 


Tho seed ears after they are husk- 


ed should not be allowed to lie sev- 
eral days on ground in piles on the 
ground or in the wagon box. The 
safe way is to hang the corn Imme- 
diately after picking where It will 
be cured. 
Only those cars should 


be retained for seed which are of 
medium size and have straight rows 
and uniform kernels. 


By using 
the seed plot method 


still more rapid progress can be 
made in Improving the crop. The 
very best ten or fifteen of the seed 
ears which have been carefully select- 
ed in the fleld, are planted together 
in a separate plot, or on one side ot 
the general field. Tho seed cars for 
the following year aro selected, from 
this plot and this method Is continu- 
ed each succeeding year. 
In this 


way the seed corn always 
cointst 


form the natural 
crossing of the 


choicest ears of the previous year 
and the good characters are trans- 
mitted in much the same way that 
a good dairy cow gives her offspring 
the capacity for high milk, or butter 
production. 


There should be free circulation of 


air around the ears while they are 
drying. Corn should not bo dried in 
tho direct sunlight. Poorly dried corn 
will be very low in germination. 


SHOULD EXPEL MOISTER 


Artificial heat or kiln drying quick- 


ly expels the excess moisture from 
the earsfand prevents injury from 
freezing. Kiln dried- seed corn has 
tho greatest vitality and vigor. Par- 
tially dried corn should not be ex- 
posed to zero weather. After drying, 
corn should be stored in a dry room 
which i> free from rats and mice. 


Good places to cure seed corn arc. 


the special curing house, the kitchen, 
the attic, a heated spare room, a 
furnace room, a tool or wagon shed 
and any dry and well ventilated 
building. Bad places for curing seed 
and storing it are, the south side of 


a building, the windmill or fence, un- 
der a porch, in a stable, over %|ns of 
grain, or in a gralnery. or In any 
•damp and poorly ventilated place. 


The farm kitchen and furnace room 


are probably the best places to c*irc 
small amounts of seed corn. By us- 
ing some of the simple hanging de- 
vices enough seed corn for an ordin- 
ary farm can ^csily bo cured. 
An 


attic which can be ventilated which 
has a chimney passing through it. 
or .which Is located directly over a 
heated room so that it can be kept at 
a fairly uniform temperature, is a 
good place to cure corn. If a large 
amount of corn is to be cured in the 
attic, it will "be necessary to heat the 
room with a small stove. 
There 


must be a good circulation of air 
through the room to cure the seed 
in this manner. 


Wherever seed corn is cured there 


must be free circulation of air which 
will remove the motet air 
from 


around tho cars. This is just as im- 
portant as the application of heat. 
Molds which destroy the germination 
of the seed will develop and the ears 
will rot if tlie warm moist air 
•Js 


not removed. If there are openings 
at opposite sides of tho room in 
which a quantity of seed Is bclns 
cured, a current of air will sweep 
through the. room and tho corn will 
'dry perfectly. 
Corn can al.>o bo 


cured underneath the roof of a. corn 
crib, shed or other building during 
the early fall. 
It should bo IHIHK 


whoro there Is a strong current of 
air through the building. 


Corn should never\l>e placed against 


tho south wall of a building when* 
thcro Is likely to bo strong sunlight, 
as the rays of the sun will soon In- 
jure tho vitality of the bee*J on the 
bido of tho ear turned toward 
tho 


sun. If corn is cuicd by h:umin£ it 
under the loof of a corn cnb In tin- 
fall. It should be stored In some dry 
room.
